A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarl^ Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Interview including description of the general nature of what was 
agreed to if an agreement was reached, or any other comments: Interview scheduled to discuss the oustanding 103 
rejection, based on a combination of 4 references, and whether the invention as claimed (products) and arguments 
thereto as to unexpected/synergistic results overcomes the motivation provided in the Office Action to combine any 
bisphosphonate with the specific endothelin receptor antagonist (ZD4054), based on the predicable results that the 
combination would have produced their respective predictable results in treating prostate cancer. At the outset, it is 
noted that bisphosphonates were known to be used to treat prostate cancer, as supportive therapy for pain. And that 
ZD4054 was known to be used to directly treat prostate cancer. 

Applicant, firstly, argues that bisphosphonates work as supportive treatment in prostate cancer, by relieving pain 
associated with prostate cancer, by working on the pathway directed to osteoclastic activity in the bone matrix. While 
ZD4054, the specific endothelin receptor antagonist claimed, is known to be used to directly treat prostate cancer, by 
the pathway directed to osteoblastic activity in the bone matrix. Osteoclastic (breakdown) activity and osteoblastic 
(building) activity of the bone matrix are the balancing cellular forces. Applicant argues that prostate cancer is known 
to be an osteoblastic bone cell anomaly, rather than osteoclastic activity (versus breast cancer that reaches the bone 
matrix, which involves osteoclastic activity). Applicant also argues that contrary to merely additive effects, their test 
results have shown unexpected/synergistic results. As to the latter points, this issue will be addressed further in writing 
by the Examiner, as needed, but is acknowledged. However, the Examiners note that no limitations directed to these 
synergistic results have been claimed. 

In conclusion. Examiners Audet and Ha indicated that all arguments would be fully undertaken, both before and after 
Applicant's next response. It is again noted that the claims remain drawn to products and not methods of use. 
On final note. Applicant will also be reviewing whether they may swear behind the Curwen reference (different authors, 
same company though published, AstraZeneca), applied in the 103(a) rejection under it's 102(a) date, via a 37 CFR 
1.131 Affidavit/Declaration.
